On  September  5,  19U+,  the  Jefferson  Center  Ranch  roped  nineteen  mavericks  and 
corralled  them  for  four  years  of  training.  Some  of  the  dogies  and  their  duties  in- 
cluded; Joan  Bakle,  president;  James  Remke,  vice-president;  Betty  Hewes,  secretary, 
Mary  Louise  Putman,  treasurer;  and  Gerald  Cowan,  student  council  representative.
